A strip of territory running three 


miles north and south, and one-half a 
mile east, all lying east of Charter 
Oak, 
is praying fpr admission to the 


Charter Oak school district, 'which is 
a part of the Covina school system. 
This district is now a part of San Di- 
mas, and according to the petition, 
finds it very inconvenient to send 
scholars to the schools of San Dimas, 
owing to the distance. 


Because this territory will undoubt 


edly be accepted by the Covina dis- 
trict, and will be approved by the 
county superintendent, the acquisi- 
tion means that a much larger number 
of scholars will be added to the Char- 
ter Oak grammar school. While this 
territory is at the present time thinly 
settled, it is' one of the fast-growing 
communities, 
and 
will 
contribute 


largely toward making Charter Oak 
one of the biggest school districts in 
the valley. 


The present tax rate paid by these 


people who wish to come into the 
Charter Oak district is $1.02. The 
Charter Oak district is paying a taxa- 
tion of 52 cents, or just about half 
what is now being paid by these peo- 
ple. The taking in of more property 
means that the tax rate will again be 
.owered, but not this year. It is esti- 
mated that the new territory is value 
at about $150,000.

This would 
seem like a heavy dosage, hut this has 
been figured out by experts, who have 
analyzed the soils in advance. In one 
year, this Covina fertilizer man has 
made himself the best "live wire" in 
the state in his chosen trade.

Mono County Man Finds That State 


Superintendent 
Is Watching 


School Book Prices. 


E.; Cv ^tewart^of"Sttfckten lias'". Bee- 
declared forfeited by" the superinten- 
dent of public instruction at Sacra- 
mento. 


Complaint came from Mono county 


that Stewart was demanding a higher 
price for books than the fixed law. In 
the remote mountain countries where 
there are few local dealers the pupils 
must often order by mail. Investiga- 
tion showed that Stewart had been 
active in soliciting mail orders in such 
localities, charging the full postpaid 
price to pupils, with an extra postage 
added for good measure. 
By this 


means he was charging the pupils 
postage twice, to the increase of his 
profits. 


But this is a clear violation of th 


law, 
which is intended to make sur 


that all children, wherever they maj 
live, shall get. their text books at a 
low and uniform price fixed according 
to law. Further than this, it is a viola 
tion of the affidavit sworn to by every 
dealer before he can purchase books 
from the state. The law- prescribes 
that violation of this affidavit shall re 
suit in the revocation of the dealer's 
right to buy books from the' state

Covina city precinct goes on steadily 
and .very few complications have come 
up to puzzle the registration clerks 
Many have been registered at the Ar- 
gus office, where the work will con- 
tinue up until the expiration of the 
time required by law before the De- 
cember election on sewer bonds Oth- 
ers ;have been registered at Nash's 
drug store, and also at the Covina 
Chamber of Commerce, and at the 
real estate office of A. E. Harnish 


Answers to the queries set forth on 


the : registration 
blanks have been 


prompt and accurate in most cases. 
The same blank is used to register 
women that has been used for the 
male voter. There have been two la- 
dies who have said: 
> 


"Will the names appear on the big 


sheet and be tacked up on all the 
telegraph poles with the age and ev- 
erything on them?' 


But ninety-five per cent of the wo- 


men do not seem to care a brass but- 
ton about disclosing their ages, which 
explodes an old joke that has too long 
been taken as gospel truth. All that 
the women seem to desire is a chance 
to vote. It is expected that at least 
200 women will be on the register by 
the time it is closed. All the work of 
registering must be done during the 
coming week, and the women are urg- 
ed .to atend to this matter at once.

American husbands are ^Hgible to 
register and vote at the next election 
;here may have to be a judicial opin- 
ion to finally settle the disputed point. 


Assistant District Attorney Byron C. 


Hanna said yesterday that since his 
opinion issued a few days ago on this 
subject, he has found an act of con- 
gress that might have important bear- 
ing on the case. And whether his 
previous opinion was right or wrong 
depends upon whether the United 
States congress has the power to dis- 
enfranchise citizens. 


'I have not settled the question to 


my own satisfaction," said Mr. Hanna 
[yesterday, "and it may take several 
1 days to reach a conclusion. It seems, 
though, from a report in 42, United 
States supreme court, page 910, the 
right of congress is only to confer 
citizenship, not to take it away. If 
this is right, then the act of congress 
is contrary to the federal constitution 
and therefore unconstitutional. I will 
be able in a day or two to express an 
opinion on the mooted point." 


In the meantime, however, with the 


point, in doubt, there is prospect of 
a post-election contest in case many 
of the American born women who 
have married aliens, and vice versa, 
register and vote. According to sec- 
tion 3 of the naturalization act passed 
March 2, ]907, "any American born 
woman who marries a foreigner shall 
take the nationality of her husband. 
At the termination of her marital re- 
lations she may resume her American 
citizenship, if abroad, by registering 
as an American citizen within a year 
with a consul of the United States; 
or, by returning to reside in the United 
States; or, if residing in the United 
States, at the termination of marital 
relations 
by 
continuing 
to 
reside 
there." 


This act provides, also, that foreign 


women who are wedded to American 
men shall retain their American citi- 
zenship after marital relations cease 
simply by continuing to reside in this 
country. 


United States Naturalization Exam- 


ner Fred Jones said yesterday that 
lis office would not be affected in the 
east by any decision of the district 
attorney. He declined to discuss the 
situation. 


In the meantime, however, it is pat- 


ent that opinions will differ in many 
of the California counties; that some 
vill allow the registration and voting 
of such women while others prohibit 
t until the courts have passed defi- 
nitely upon the point at issue.

Otanis Wright, School Teacher, Or- 


ange Grower and Public Man 


Dies At Azusa. 


Another well known citizen of the 


valley has passed away in the person 
Of Otanis Wright 
of Azusa. 
The 


The "Times" of last Sunday printed 
the following account: 


With the death of Otanis F. Wright 


yesterday there passed away one of 
the best known men of Los Angeles 
county and the son of one of the early 
settlers of Southern California. 


Mr. Wright was born in Kankankee, 


111., in 1854, the second son of George 
r.nd Martha Wright. He was five years 
of age when his parents crossed the 
plains in ox teams. 
After spending 


two winters in Fort Stanton, N. M., 


they reached California June 2, 1861, 
and located at what was then Green 
Meadows, near the present 
town of 


Watts. There Mr. Wright conducted 
a general farm and dairy business, and 
also engaged in the business of sur- 
veying, and for two winters taught the 
district school at Green .Meadows, 
which was the oldest district outside 
Of Los Angeles. 


Los Angeles at that time had but 


a few houses, and the family did their 
share in building up the place. They 
were among the first families to take 
advantage of the rest provided by the 
t.rips to Catalina Island, 
and

Probably not one of 
ten knew that this train tested every 
piece of roadbed and track over which 
the president passed and that among 
the passengers on these two cars were 
men prepared to repair any part of the 
track, roadbed or rolling stock that 
might have met disaster had the ex- 
ecutive special passed over bad pieces 
of track at high speed. 


President Taft and his train were 


•met by t.he pilot train at Ashland, Ore. 
on Wednesday evening October 12. At 
precisely ten minutes before ten o'- 
clock that same night the pilot train 
pulled out for California.

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The Women Are Registering.

A most gratifying featuro in connection with tho granting of tho 


franchise to women is that of the willingness of the majority to 
exercise the right at. once. 
The gravest danger in a radical change 


in political economy is the possibility of apathy, after the reform has 
been made possible. A reform is nothing hut retrogression when the 
moral support lias been left out. for the class of people that fights 
reform is always readiest to use a reform law. once it is a law. 
Notice this curious condition in San Fransisco—that the women who 
are in alignment with the liquor interests and the houses of prosti- 
tution were strongly opposed to the enfranchisement of. women. 
These women, through the medium of the male vote, caused the defeat 
of suffrage in San Francisco. But. immediately on the passage of 
the amendment, the immoral influences of the northern city made 
arrangements to use tin- law. Every woman who is in sympathy with 
liquor, lawlessness and an open city, will be herded to the polls by the 
leaders in the industry of debauchery. This is the great and grave 
danger. If the good women will vote, the danger is eliminated, for 
good women are in the majority. 


In Covina. where no startling moral questions are confronting, the 


women are interesting themselves in the sanitary conditions. They 
are registering rapidly and at an early date, in order to be allowed 
to vote for the sewer bonds, which will come up for decision during 
the last week of December. Every woman is interested in this step 
for progress. 
It means health for the family. If the sewer bonds 


should be defeated, it means that the state will immediately enforce 
the law regarding cess-pools. More than two-thirds of the cess-pools 
in the town will be condemned, and the building of new ones would 
cost much more than the taxation for the new sewer. It will mean 
much to the women of Covina in the future, when they say that the 
first vote they cast as,citizens was in the interests of a cleaner city 
and better home sanitation.

It has issued 
and is now serving notices directing 
the1 railway companies to file with the 
commission profiles and maps cover- 
ing their rights of way and their sta- 
tion, yard and, terminal grounds. 


These maps and profiles are to be

In the 
meantime, the railway companies are 
to file blue prints of their profiles and 
maps in«such form as they now have 
in their possession.

are being served on about fifty steam 
railway companies and twenty inter- 
urbaji electric companies.
